San Francisco Safe.

Tug Supreme Court decided, yesterday, ad-
versely to the De Haro claim to the city of
San Francisco., The magnitude of this case is
not properly appreciated by us in the Hast,
and cin only form an adeguats idea of
the interest it excited in California, by imagin-
ing a similar case in which we of Philadslphia
were interested, Suppose that a olaim to all
that part of Philadelphin east of Broad street
were to be made by one family, who were to
produce a title direct from Willilam Penn, and
we had no statute of limitation running in
Pennsylvania; that this claim was at least possi-
ble, if mot plausible, and boing
prosecuted before the Supreme Court of
the United States. Should it be decided
in favor of the claimants, all the land
and houses which we had learned to con-
gider our own would be suddenly taken
from us, and we be liable to suits for trespass
and the like. While such a suit was pending,
it is natural that we should all feel the deepest
interest in the resnlt, Soch was the case of
the De Harog’ claim in California. Under a
grant, from the Mexican Government, the
De Haros hiad the use of the land now occupiead
by the richest part of SBan Francisco, They
¢laimed it in fee. The Supreme Court has
devided, however, that they were merely
tenants at will, and that their tenantey could
not be inkerited by their descendants by deed
to the original De Haros, On this decision
Californians can sleep in peace, and not dread
the discovery thatiall their lands and houses
belong to some unknown heirs of & wandering
grazier.

Tug Inivscrios CAses.—As was antloipated,
the Supreme Court yesterday dismissed the
application of the States of Georgia and Mis-
sesippi, in regard to an injunction restraining
the military officers from executing the Recon-
struction bill.

THE SEIZURE OF UNITED STATES
POSTAGE STAMPS,
Our readers may recollect a telegram from
our Washington correspondent, some days
ago, mentioning the institution of a sult in
the Court of ?}Imn-:nry in Canada by the
United States, to recover from the holders a
quantity of postage - stamps, of the value of
$10,600, which, it is alleged, were t?ﬂjru from
the Electric Spark—a steamer sailing from
New York to New Orleans—at the time of her
capture by the Kebel steamer Florida, on the
10th of July, 1864, The booty waa sent to
England, and after passing through the
hands of several persons, wis Lrans-
mitted to John Boyd and George Arthurs, of
Toronto, Canada, for sale. Our Government
became aware of these faots, nnd despatohed an
agendo Toronto, who, after the investigation,
claimed the stamps as United States property.
On the refusal of the parties to give up the
ftampk, an injunction wuas obtained from the
Comrt of Chancery to prevent their dis-
positg of the propurty, and a commiasion
was issned to John W, Holcomb, of this city,
to take evidencs in the case, The testimony
for the plaintiffs, represented by Mr, George
Morphy, of Toronto, Canada, assisted by Mr.
Ware, Solicitor of the Post-Office Depart-
ment, hing detailed the means and steps pra-
dential for the interests of the Government,
by which the value of avery postage stam
in the making s secured to it, andﬁ:y which
in bulk it passes from the vault of the Na-
tional Bank-note Company to the hands of the
user for postal purposes; and in this oase it
has been directed to show the patting of the
stampe in guestion on the lulqctriu Spark, and
the transfer of the bags containing the stamps
to tha Florida, at the time of the capture,
